Too Late for Bataan. 

Davies and his crew had hoped 
to reach their objectives in time 
to relieve their friends on the 
Bataan front, but found that Ba: | 
taan already had fallen and many 
of their friends were missing, kill- 
ed, wounded or captured. 

Consequently they pressed home 
the attacks with complete disre- 
gard of their own safety and, as 
Davies said, ‘cut the score down a 
little.” 

The sensational attack was per- 
sonally commanded by Brigadier 
General Ralph Royce, whose 
triumphant arrival back in Aus- 
tralia at the head of his. squadron 
was announced tonight. :

BERN, Switzerland, Thursday; April 16.—Pierre Laval, 
vigorous pro-German leader, will serve as “civil supervisor 
of all France” in a new cabinet to be announced today in 
Vichy, reliable diplomatic sources said.

The Bryansk bulge, 200 miles 
southwest of Moscow, is one of 
half a dozen major strongpoints 
which the Germans have held all 
winter, at grevious cost, 
view to using them for spring of- 
fensive bases. .

China Pushing 
Trade Despite 
Loss of Road 


Caravans Carry Exports 
to Russia Over New 
Routes. 


CHUNGKING, April 15.—(>)— 
China’s foreign trade has been 
hampered but by no means crush- 
ed by closing of the Burma supply 
road from Japanese-occupied Ran- 
goon, the finance ministry stated 
today. 

“While much depends 


vise new ways to reroute her for- 
eign trade,” it said, “the Chinese 
government is doing its utmost to 
accumulate articles for export 
which will be shipped abroad as 
soon as international lines of com- 
munication are restored.” 

The government is concentrating 
at key points such strategic ma- 
terials as tungstein, tin and silk 
and some of the lighter articles 
may be exported by freight planes 
pending completion oi the India 
road. 

Export trade with Russia under 
a barter agreement, formerly car- 
ried on through trans-shipment at 
Rangoon and Hongkong, has ebeen 
maintained by caravans moving 
several thousand tons a month 
over a northwestern route. The 
principal exports to Russia are 
bristles, wool, hides and raw silk.

A certain man was walking with his wife 
along a quiet street. Suddenly the man was 
attacked by a thug. He fought against the 
attacker, and for a while the issue was in doubt.

Mayor LaGuardia, of New York, erstwhile 


national director of Civilian Defense, is now 
criticizing the OCD and its present directors. 
Speaking in New York, the “Little Flower” is 
reported as expressing disappointment and dis~ 
tress because the OCD has not furnished New 
York, or other cities, with equipment which 
will be urgently needed if enemy bombers ever 
drop their eggs of death over this country.

Well, after all, this country is doing the best 
it can to fight.a world-wide war with the 
resources and production facilities at is disposal.

Many sources.of material supply have been 


lost in the east. It takes time to develop new |

THE SUBMARINE WAR 
(From The Tifton Gazette.) 

Announcement finally has been made of what 
has been done in the antisubmarine campaign, 
and it is heartening to note that the American 
Navy has accounted for 24 submarines since the 
war began, while the Army has sunk four. At 
most, the Axis nations have only a few hundred 
submersibles and losing them at the rate of about 
one a week does not encourage the enemy navy. 
And the vessels sunk by the British and Dutch 
are not included in the total of 28. In each case, 
the crew of a sunken submarine is drowned or 
taken prisoner, supposedly, and it is not good for 
the morale of the other submarine crews when so 
many do not return, 


has proposed a much needed, reform in the practice of members of 
congress in inserting in the Congressional Record inflammatory ma- 


terial against the government and then having 


it printed wholesale by the government print- 
ing office at cost for distribution by subversive 
organizations of the country. 

So many abuses have been made of the con- 
gressional printing privileges that the wonder 
is congress hasn't taken cognizance of it before. 


There was the case, for example, of Senator 
Wheeler, of Montana, last session. He was re- 
vealed to have had printed more than a million 
post cards “at cost” for free mailing by iso- 
lationist outfits after the language used on the 
cards had been inserted in the Congressional 
Record. Thé operation cost the government a 
pretty penny. 

Anything that is contained in the Congres- 
sional Record, a journal of the daily proceed- 
ings of congress, is entitled to the congressional 
franking privileges. It moves through the 


mails without postage. 


PRINTED AT COST In addition to that, a tremendous saving 

results from having matter printed by 
the government printing office. The office, established for the 
convenience of congress and the government departments, prints 
material at absolute cost of mechanical operation. It is doubtful 
that the government breaks even on the deal, 

Representative Woodrum, one of the ablest members of the 
house, voiced his demands for reform after another house mem- 
ber, Representative Clare Hoffman, Republican, of Michigan, an 
arch-Roosevelt hater, had printed some 150,000 copies of a speech 
he (Hoffman) had delivered which has been given the title of 
“Roosevelt Is a Judas.” 

A federal grand jury in Washington is now investigating why 
copies of the Hoffman speech have shown up in the mailing lists 
of the scores of verminous little sheets published over the country 


~ which are carrying on subversive propaganda against the govern- 


ment, attacking the war program, creating doubt and distrust, and 
continually gnawing at national unity at a time of our greatest peril. 


BEGINNING TO CRACK DOWN The _ verminous little 


sheets and their crack- 
pot editors are being taken care of. The Department of Justice 
was at first reluctant to deal with them too bluntly for fear of 
clashing with the country’s concepts of constitutional guarantees of 
freedom of the speech. Attorney General Biddle, a liberal, how- 
ever, appears to be shedding some of his earlier complacency. He 
is beginning to crack down. Several of the offending publishers are 
already in jail and others are on the waiting list. 
The whole business of them—from Father Coughlin down— 
should be exterminated like termites—at least for the duration. 


What they are striving to do is undermine the patriotic structure ° 


of the nation when the demand for national unity was never greater. 

But that is only a collateral part of the story. Congress should 
not be allowed to lend encouragement to the termites. That is pre- 
cisely what Hoffman was doing when he took advantage of his 
privilege to have the government printing office strike off 150,000 
copies of a highly inflammable speech for distribution by these ques- 
tionable little sheets, which otherwise probably would not be able 
to finance the operation. 


LIMIT PROPOSED The Virginia congressman, in an effort to 


throw up proper safeguards, has proposed 
that facilities of the government printing office be limited to the 
individual personal needs of members of congress. 

They could have all the copies of a speech printed for their 
personal needs, but nothing beyond that. In other words, the con- 
gressman would be confined to printing privileges on material which 
he personally sent out to his own constituents. 

Suppose all of the 531 members of the house and senate resorted 
to the same tactics as Senator Wheelér? That would mean 531,- 
000,000 pieces of mail would be printed and handled at government 
expense monthly—enough to swamp the Post Office Department 
and:everything connected with it. 


REMOVE IMMUNITY The effect of the limitation, also, 


would be to take away from many 
of the government’s defamers the immunity from prosecution against 
violating the sedition laws which goes with distributing something 
that has been printed in the Congressional Record.

Insects Invented State Social- 


ism Long Before Man 
Invented Anything 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


The Fascist scheme of government was perfected by bees long 
before the ancestors of Nazis learned to walk on their hind legs. 

In the bee world, nothing matters except the welfare of the state 
—the hive; the individual doesn’t count at all. : 

The bees, with typical bee efficiency, build tiers of hexagonal 
cells—the shape dictated by sound engineering. Cells not used for 
the storage of food serve as a nursery, and fn each of these an egg 

The hive is air-conditioned, with typical bee thoroughness, and 
kept within a certain range of temperature—cooled in summer and 
warmed in winter. 

If the young bees are fed ordinary rations, they grow up to be 
workers. But there must be fuehrers or leaders, called queens, 
arid the bees produce these by feeding the young on stuff from their 
own heads—a Nazi idea if there ever was one. 

They develop several queens, to guard against accident, and the 
first to emerge from the cell stings the others to death and thus 
purges competition—another Nazi idea. 

When the purging is done, the queen comes out of the hive for 
her nuptial flight, which is an endurance contest to pick the fit- 
test mate. The drones all take after her as she zooms upward, and 
the one that outdistances’ the others gets her. They mate in mid- 
air, and then he dies. Maybe she purges him. 

These drones, by the way, are gentlemen of leisure—just party 
big shots who hang around headquarters. Many are tolerated and 
fed at public expense, for there must be spares in case of accident. 
They never work, or even fight. 

The queen spends her life laying eggs, the ‘idea being to in- 
crease the population and make the hive greater and then send out 
colonies to occupy more territory. 

The workers, whose only reward is food and lodging, literally 
work themselves to death. When their wings are worn out, and 
they can carry no more ’burdens, they die afield or are carried out 
by young bees and left to die. There is no mercy for the weak 
and the useless. 

The workers are also fighters, of course. Having moved into 
a country, they think it theirs and fight all invaders. They know 
no fear, and will sacrifice their lives to hurt an enemy. 

Bees are very race conscious. They recognize their own kind 
by smell, and if strangers who don’t smell right enter the hive, they 
are quickly purged. 

It’s a good system for preserving the hive, but nobody has a
